When any twokinds of liquid, oi a #iffer- 
ent {pecific gravity, are poured together 

















into a veffel, the lighteft rifes to the top. 
Whenever the fea is violently agitated, 
the froth or toam gallantly ride 
heavier bodies of waters. T 
operations of nature, regardi 
liquids, have been tteady amd 
all times and in all places. 







I am aware that critics may obje@, that 
as man is neither a liquid nor a fluid, but 
a fol:d, no conclufions can be fairly 
drawn from the premifes, which, even on 
the principle of materialifm, will be ap- 
plicable to the human f{pecics : fenfible 
too that there is fome weight in this ob- 
jeGiion, I candidly yield the point, and 
proceed to confider the laws of gravitation, 
refpeéting folid fubfances. Even in /ol- 
ids, when they are fhaken together, there 
is a natural tendency for the lighteit bodies 


to take the higheft pofition. It muft be

ZRIMENT IN THE CULTURE 
- CAROLINA-PC TATOES. 





T has been doubted whether the 
{weet potatoe, or, as it is commonly cal- 
led, the Carolina-potatoe, can be advanta- 
geoufly cultivated in this climate. A late 
experiment has been made, the fuccefs of 
which afcertains the pra€licability and 
leads to a conclufion of the probable ufe- 
fulnefs of this kind of culture. 


Capt. John Swift, an enterprizing far- 
mer in the neighbourhood of the city of 
Hudlon, planted lafl June fome {weet po- 
tatoes, which were the roots of flips. A: 
the time of planting them, the weather was 
extremely dry, and fo continued for fev- 
eral weeks : it was therefore long betore 
they vegetated ; and after the flems ap- 
peared above the furface, they remained 
fome time languid and at the pomt o! 
perifhing. At length, enlivened by fhow- 
‘ers of rain, the flems rofe and [pread rap- 
idly and attained a very luxuriant grewth. 
Laft week the roots were dug up, and 
were found to be fuperior in quantity to 
the potatoes of the common fort, which 
were planted afide them, on the fame kind 
of foil. It is very remarkable that one 


of thefe fweet potatoes weighed fx pounds : | 


its furtace is {mooth, and itis without any 
prongs or branches. 


The common root of the fweet potatoe 
will not anfwer the purpofe of planting. 
The plaming-feed is obtained in the tol- 
lowing manner :—(lips, cut from the 
ffems or vines, are fet into the ground ; 
and, if the feafon be moift, they will grow 
and produce roots ; and the roms oo!
